Inhaling illuminating and other 
poisonous gas—More than one-half of 
these deaths occur during the four 
months of December-March inclusive. 
One of the particular hazards is in¬ 
adequate ventilation, caused by per¬ 
sons sleeping with windows closed. 
Escape of illuminating gas, which con¬ 
tains carbon monoxide, causes a 
majority of the deaths. 

Asphyxiation in home garages— 
More than fifty per cent of such deaths 
are caused by running automobile 
engines in closed garages in the 
December-March period. 

Smothering — Deaths from this 
cause among children are most fre¬ 
quent during the months of Decem¬ 
ber through March. The principal 
contributory causes are too much bed 
clothing and the practice of allowing 
infants to sleep in the same bed with 
an adult.
